OREGON'S PRIMARY LAW.

Frederick W, Mulkey, who was a can-
didate in the primary election in Oregon
for nomination as United States senator,
and who is on a visit to this city, has
given the Post-Intelligencer some inter-
esting facts about the workings of the
pow law in his state. It is quite evi-
dent that Mr. Mulkey is not an unquali-
fied admirer of the new law, He eriti-
cizes it sharply in some respects, but he
also said: “It seems to have annihilat-
el completely the party boss and there
seems no manner or way in which politi-
eal manipulation ean be successfully re-
sorted to in & primary election.”

If this stood alone as the sole argu-
ment which could be made in favor of
the direct primary, it should be suffic-
ient to mass the great majority of the
people behind the demand for its enaet-
ment, A system which annihilates the
boss and makes for good services rendered
the people. not personal services render-
ed the boss, the effective method of ad-
vaneing the political fortunes of the in
dividual office holder or office seeker,
guaranteés that the public will be in-
finitely better served in the future than
in the past.

If the direct primary annihilates the
party hoss system and eloses the doar to
political  trickery and manipulation
through which to control nominations,
which are substantially equivalent tu
elections, the state which adopls the
direct primary is to see a cleaner era in
politics and a higher order of public
service than jt has ever witnessed in
the past, It is certain to bave in office
publie servants who recognize their ae-
countability is to the peopls, not to
the machine.—Reattle P.-I.

Every house has fts own famillar sea
gulls and every street its own band of
sea gulls, They never mix. The chil-
dren in each house have a pet nume for
their own particular sea gulls, and,
having called them to them by those
names, they feed them every day. And
each sea gull knows what s meant for
bim. Nosea gull attached to ane bouse
ever seeks 10 eat the food seattered
from the house next door. He does not
dare; the other gwnlx would kil him.
8o all day long the sea gulls bover and
call over the roofs of Lerwick. The
people of the town, i they come across
a little pile of rice Iid upon the road-
WAY, step over It with eare. They
know that it Is placsd there for some
sea gull. And at night the sea gulls
leave thelr own appolnted chimney
pots and fly gracefvily away to thelr
resting places on the rocks of the Iale
